Following this bojd step. 
Hussein was accepted into 
the “Arab fold” and Cairo 
became conciliatory -— 
at least on the surface 
This went on until the 
spring of 1957, when the 
conduct of the Cairo- bound 
nationalists led by Sulei- 
man a!-Nabulsi and the 
Ba'thists forced the king 
to stage his own little mi- 
litary coup, helped chiefly 
by the Beduin tribes and 
the loyalists in the Army.
